Yet ſuppoſing there haye been, of are- ſuch 
Pious and Conſciencious Gentiles, in whom 
Chriſt was and is.as the Seed or Principle of the 
Second or new Covenant, the Light, the Word 
of ' Fazth (as is granted) and that ſuch live up- 
rightly and faithfully to that Light they have, 
or to What is made known of God in them, and 
who therefore ia that, State cannot periſh ( but 
ſhall be ſaved) as is alſo confeſſed ; and ſuppo- 
ſing. theſe have not the outward Advantage of 
Preaching, Scripture, or thence the Knowledg of 
Chriſt's outward coming, being outwardly cruci- 
fied and riſen from the Dead, can ſuch (thus con-. 
ſidered) be juſtly excluded Chriſtianity. or the 
Covenant of Grace: (as to the vertue, life” and 
nature thereof ) or truly deemed no Chriftians, 
or void of any Chriftian Faith in the Life and 
Power of the Son of God within, ' or be only 
Sons of the firſt Covenant, and Bond-woman , 
like the litteral outſide Jews ? Or muſt all be 
excluded any true Knowledg or Faith of Chrift 
within them, unleſs they have the Knowledg of 
Chrift as withbour them ? No ſure, for that would 
imply inſufficiency in Chrift and his Light, «s 
within them, and to fruſtrate God's good End and 
Promiſe of Chrift, . and his free and univerſal 
Love and Grace to Mankind, in ſending his Son, 
We charitably believe the contrary, that they 
muſt have ſome true Faith and Intereft- in-Chrift 
and his Mediation, - becauſe of God's free Love 
in Chriſt to. all Mankind, and Chriſt's dying for 
all Men-(w),. and being given for a Light of the 
Gentiles, and for Salvation to the. Ends of. the 
Earth (x). And becauſe off their living up fin- 
cerely and faithfully to his Light in them, their 
being Pious, Conſcientious, accepted and ſaved 
(as is granted) we cannot reaſonably think a fin- 
cere pious or godly Man, wholly void of Chrifti- 
E anity

anity (of what Nation ſoever he he) becauſe 
none can come to God or Godlineſs but by Chriſt 
(y), by his Light and Grace in them : Yetgrant 
if there be ſuch pious fincere Men or Women as 
have not the Scripture or knowledg of Chrift, 
as outwardly crucified, &c. they are not perfett 
Chriſtians in all Perfe&ions, as in all Knowledg 
and Underftanding, all Foints of Dottrin, ' but» 
ward Profc{hon of Chrift; fo that they are ber- 
ter than they profeſs or pretend to be, they are 
more Jews inward, and Chriſtians inward than 
in outward Shew or Profeſhon. There are Chri- 
ſtians ſincere and perfc@ in Kind or Nature, in 
Life and Subſtance, thongh not in Knowledg and 
Underftanding. A Manor Woman having thz 
Life and Fruits of true Chriſtianity, the Fruits 
of the Spirit of Chrift in them thar can talk lit- 
tle thereof, or of Creeds, Points or Articles of 
Faith (yea many that cannot read Letters) yet 
may be true Chriftians in Spirit and Life; and 
" ſome could die for Chrift that could not diſpute 
for him;' and even Infants that die in Innocency 
are not excluded the Grace of God or*Salvation 
in and by Chrift Jeſus, the Image and Natnre of 
the Son of God being in ſome Meaſure in them, 
and they under God's Care and ſpecial Provi-

crucitiedand riſen, &c. we never truly knew the 
Myftery thereof, yntil we were turned to the 
Light of his Grace and Spirit within us,we knew 
Not what it was to be reconciled by his Death, 
and ſaved by his Life, or what *twas to know the 
Fellowſhip of his Sufferings, the Power of his 


Reſurreaion, or to be made conformable _ 
us 


his Death, we knew not, until he opened our 
Eyes and turned our Minds from Darkneſs unto 


' his own Diviue Light and Liſe within us. 


Notwithftanding, we do ſo fincerely and greatly 
efteem and value the Holy Scriptures, preqch- 
ing and teaching of Faithful, divinely Inſpired, 
Gifted and Qualified Perſons and Minifters of 
Jeſus Chrift, as being great outward Helps, and 
inftrumental in his Hand, and by his Spirit for 
Converſion, where God is pleaſed to afford thoſe 
outward Helps and Means, as that we neither do 
nor may oppoſe the ſufficiency of the_Light or 
Spirit of Chriſt within to fuch outward Helps or 
Means ſo as to rejedt, diſefteem, or underva- 
lue them, for they all proceed from the ſame 
Light and Spirit, and tend to turn Men's Minds 
thereunto, and all center therein. 

Nor can the Holy Scriptures or true Preach- 
ing without be Oy ſet in oppoſition to the 
Light or Spirit of God or Chriſt within, for his 
faithful Meſſengers, are Minifters thereof, being 
ſent to turn People to the ſame Light and Spirit 
in them.

World and recerved up into Glory. 

CF And 'tis a great and preciousMyſtery ofGod- 
lineſs and Chriſtianity alſo that Chriſt ſhould be 
ſpiritually and effetually in men's Hearts,to ſave 
and deliver them from Sin, Satan and Bondage 
of Corruption,Chrift being thus revealed in true 


Believers , and dwelling in their Hearts by Faith; 


Chrift within the Hope of Glory, our Light and 
Life,who of God is made unto us Wiſdom, Righ- 
teouſneſs 
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ouſneſs, SanRification and Redemption, 1 Cov. 
1. 30. And therefore this Myftery of Godlineſs, 
both asin/ its own Being and Glory, and alſo & 
in Men (in many hid-and in ſome revealed ) hath 
been and muſt be Teftified, Preached and Believ- 
ed, where God is. pleaſed to give Commiſſion 
( and prepare People's Hearts for the ſame) 
aud not in Man's Will, 

* Concerning the Reſurrefion of the Dead, and 
* the great Dayof Fudgment, yet to come, beyond 
© the Grave or after Death, and Chrift's coming 
*withaut us, to Judg the Quick and the Dead (as 
divers Queftions are put in ſuch Terms.) What 
the Holy Scriptures plainly declare and teftifie 
in thefe Matters we have great reaſon to credit 
and not to queſtion, and have been always rea- 
dy to imbrace, . with reſpe& to Chrift and his 
Apoftle's own Teſtimony and Prophecies. 

1. For the Doftrin of tbe ReſurreTion ; - If in 
this Life only we have Hope in Chriſt, we are 
of all Men moft miſerable, x Cor.
